Railroad Officials Hope to Get an Ad- 
vance in Rates from the Commission. 
IT 18 PROTECTION OR CONFISCATION. 


Although Business Has Increased in Vol- 
ume, Net Earnings Have Grown 
Smaller by Reason of Low Rates. 


The railway officials, who came here to 
urge the state commission to allow higher 
rates, went away yesterday more hopeful 
than when they came. 

They made säch a strong presentation of 
their case that sentiment is very favorable 
to granting their appeal. It is a matter >f 
life or death to the transportation com- 
panies. 
continually. They believe that they have 
shown conclusively where the fault lies and 
they do not believe that the people of Geor- 
gia want them treated otherwise than justly. 
The losing rates at which they have been 
compelled to handle business has cost them 
millions, they say, and their statement that 
their treatment has done more than anything 
else to destroy confidence in Georgia enter- 
prises has struck home. It is in the nature 
of an eye-opener. 

President Comer, of the Central, said 
that he is hopeful. The condition of the 
companies is lamentable. Decreased revenue 
connot be attributed to bad management, 
for every road makes the same showing. 

Mr. Comer cited these figures given be- 
low to explain how the net earnings have 
fallen off since 1888, while the gross earn- 
ings have increased:

The system’s mileage has increased al- 
most steadily and so has the volume of bus- 
iness handled, but the margin of property 
was so small that there was no correspond- 
ing increase in net revenue. 

The net earnings per mile illustrate the 
effect of the reductions of rates more forci- 
bly than any other comparison that can be 
made. Here are the Central 
. mile each year since 1882:

In yesterday’s report, it was stated that 
Colonel Trammel read a comparative 
table showing the standard rates to be 
lower than the North Carolina rates. It 
should have read that the “rates are high- 
er than the North Carolina rates which Mr. 
Haas had made for the North Carolina com- 
mission.” In that state the commission 
has not the power to make rates. The 
roads name the rates and the commission 
approves or disapproves. 


Major Fink Talks. 


Major Fink, receiver of the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia railroad, remain- 
ed over until noon yesterday. Speaking of 
the situation in this state he said that the 
roads have been hoping for a long time to 
see a change in sentiment in regard to 
railroads. He thought that there were ev- 
idences of a change coming now. 

“It is difficult to appreciate the lack of 
confidence entertained by capitalists away 
from this state as to investments here un- 
less you try to borrow money to put in some 
enterprise in Georgia. All the railroads 
in the state have required money the last 
two or three years and several companies 
have been organized to build new lines but 
when they went to the money centers to 
raise the funds needed, they failed. They 
were met by the statement that the roads 
already built are not allowed to earn in- 
terest. What show would new lines have 
which would have to build up a business? 
There was no argument to meet that. Give 
the railroads a fair show and business gen- 
erally in the state will prosper. Major 
Hudson made that proposition clear in his 
speech before the commission yesterday. 

“The point was raised that the rates 
in North Carolina are lower than in Geor- 
gia and yet the railroads are satisfied with 
the North Carolina rates. The conditions 
are very different. They must be because 
the North Carolina roads make more money 
than the Georgia lines do. South of Ma- 
con the rates are extremely low on our sys- 
tem. There the business is light and there 
is nothing in handling it. We would 
raise the rates if we were allowed so that 
we could make something.” 


WORLD'S FAIR RATES. 


It Will Cost $29.50 for a Round Trip Ticket 
from Atlanta. 


Atlantians will pay $29.50 railroad fare 
to get to the world’s fair and return. 

That rate was figured out by the rate 
clerks who have been in session here for 
two days. They fixed the rates for all 
points in the southern territory, that is south 
of the Ohio river and east of the Mississi 

i river. From Chattanooga the rate will 

e $24 and from all points below 2 cents 
a mile each way added to the rate from 
Chattanooga. 

Tickets will be placed on sale April 15th 
and will be good until the middle of Novem- 
ber. They will not have to be signed. 

The basis of the rates was fixed by the 
Southern Passenger Association at its meet- 
ing in St. Augustine a few weeks ago. 

The clerks adjourned yesterday. The 
sheet which they made will be published in 
about ten days.

Rates from Pittsburg Territory Have Been 
Adjusted. 

The Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
sociation held a meeting at the Equitable yes- 
terday morning. It was a short session, only 
a few matters coming up for action. 

Resolutions of respect to the memory of the 
late President Robinson, of the Seaboard sys- 
tem, were adopted. 

The salaries of the members of the associa- 
tion’s arbitration committee were increased 
from $2,000 to S3, 000 a year. 

At the meeting of the executive board held 
the day before an agreement had been reach- 
ed on rates from Pittsburg and interior ter- 
ritory to the south.

The Old Rock College. 


There will be an important meeting of 
the trustees of the G a Normal school 
at old rock college in Atlanta Saturday. 

They will come together for the purpose 
of arriving at some conclusion as to a 
plan whereby the college can be run this 
year as successfully, if not more success- 
fully, than last year. 

The ti8gstees will hold the meeting in the 
office of the state commissioner. It will be 
a very important meeting, for the reason 
that the school will soon have to throw 
open its doors to the teachers, as the sum- 
mer vacation is drawing to a close. 

There were several hundred teachers in 
attendance at the Normal school last year. 
They all declared that they had learned 
much from the course of study received at 
the school. 

The best authorities and leading teachers 
were there to give instruction to the teach- 
ers as to the best methods of teaching this 
and that, and with all these advantages it 
would be hard to see how the young women 
and men who went to the school for the 
purpose of gaining by the experience of 
other teachers couldn’t learn very much 
about the art of imparting knowledge and 
teaching the young idea how to shoot. 

The Wild Land Returns. 


The owners of wild land in Georgia are 
very busy now writing to the comp- 
troller general for the names of the tax 
receivers and tax collectors of the several 
counties of the state, so that they can make 
— returns within the time allowed by 
aw. 

The recent decision of the courts in 
Dooly county, with regard to the va- 
lidity of these wild land sales under the 
administration of Comptroller General 
Goldsmith, has led the owners of the prop- 
erty to the conclusion that they had better 
lay low and say nothing, but meet the 
terms of the law at every point. 

The Soldiers’ Pensions. 


The work of anne out the soldiers’ pen- 
sions continues in the pension bureau of 
the state, and Captain Tip Harrison has 
but few spare moments these spring days. 

He has succeeded in paying out about half 
of the soldiers for the year, and will soon 
have a chance to get a breathing spell. 

He will then move out of the pension 
office, which he had to establish when the 
work grew to such porportions this year, 
according to laws passed by the last ses- 
sion of the general assembly. There have 
been several thousand of these old sol- 
diers paid out of the state’s treasury this 
year. and still they come. 

There were nearly five thousand of the 
widows of confederate soldiers to be pen- 
sioned this year, and the work engaged the 
clerks at the pension department for a 
month. 

From the numbers given out by the de 
partment it would seem that there are 
about a thousand more widows pensioned 
than there are soldiers.
